Philadelphia. Pa., May 25.—Resolu- 


tions have been adopted by the Jewish 
Publication Society of America, de- 
ploring Kisheneff massacre, request- 
ing President, Roosevelt to use his 
good office in preventing its re-occur- 
rence, and asking Congress to insure 
equal rights to all citizens without re- 
gard to creed. The resolutions which 
will be forwarded to President Roose- 
velt, the Secretary of State, the Presi- 
dent of the senate and the speaker of 
the house, are in part as follows: 


'•Rsolved, that we deplore the brutal 


massacre of our 
co-religionists 
at 


Kisht-neff, resolved, that we respect- 
fully ask the President of the United 
States to use his good offices in the 
name of humanity to prevent re-oc- 
currence of similar events. 


"Resolved, that we respectfully ask 


of the congress and the administration 
the taking of such steps as will accord 
equal rights to all American citizens 
without distinction of creed, in all 
treaties hereafter entered into with 
foreign powers, and the denunciation 
of all existing treaties in conflict with 
this principle. 


"Resolved that we denounce 
the 


heartless attempt made by the Russian 
Ambassador to spread 
among 
the 


American people by means of 
the 


public press misleading and calumni- 
ous statements as to the character of 
the Jews of Russia '^nd other coun 
tries."

G»" is des- 
cribed as William Brant, a noted crimi- 
nal who formerly lived near the Sul- 
livan hon:e, ^nd reappeared after 4 
yt-ars' absence the day before the mur- 
der. 
His whereabouts are now un- 


known, but it is said he is iu Chicago, 
at least, he has been heard of there. 


A \Vm. Brandt was sent to the peni- 


tentiary, last December for 18 months. 
from Toledo, for burglary. He had 
been down there before for 
horse 


stealing, and has a 
decidedly bad 


character.

On the shed near the Sullivan house
